It 
has ;i strtiuliii'd tj-pe of its own, and It 
either attains this type or is lost to 
\iew. Tlio elm wbicb comes to m»- 
tnriiy is usually tlie one which has 
lodged in u lavored spot where there 
is no competition, such as a river 
mc.-iiiow, where Hie spring freshets 
Jiave dropped the seed on fertile aoil 
ami tlic roots can get down to water. 


We all know the type, the iioble trunk 


of massive girth tapering very grad- 
ually upward to the fn-bt spring of 
branches and then dissolving into those 
branches as a water jet might dissolve 
In many upward nnd out curving 
streams till the whole is lost in the 
spray 0C the foliage. Like many other 
trees that grow :xlonc. It develops an 
exquisite symmetry. Cut with the elm 
this symmetry is not only one of gen- 
eral contour, but o£ individual limbs.
